MR. J. ‘This consideration alone makes it the most serious of 
all contracts. If I make a bad bargain in a house, or in ac- 
cepting a position, I can try another deal, but if I accept a certain 
person as my marriage-partner, I must keep her, whether I continue 
to like her or not. 

FATHER 8. Our first impression might be that this is expect- 
Ing too much of one, but it must be remembered that if Almighty 
God calls a person to the married state, He must supply the right 
partner, provided said person make himself worthy of the same. God 
cannot be inconsistent; therefore, He cannot permit people to be led 
into unhappiness throngh marriage, if they be true to n. 

MR. J, Does the Bible speak of God as the author of marriage? 

FATHSR S. Yes: In the book of Genesis, Il, 22-24, we read of 
God uniting Adam and Eve ‘to be “two in one flesh.” And in Matt. 
XTX, 6, and Mark X, 9, Christ is reported as saying that it is God 
who “joins together” the-two who are validly married. 

MR. J. But, of cotirse, Marriage was not a sacrament until the 
coming of Christ? 

FATHDR 8. No; only baptized poopie can receive any sacra- 
ment, and baptism was instituted by st? 

MR. J. Well, is marriage always a sacrament 
people? 

FATHER 8. Yes. Christ elevated marriage to the dignity of 
a sacrament, for all those capable of receiving a sacrament. 

MR. J. Does the Bible allude to the sacred character of Chris- 
tian marriage? 

FATHER 8S. It does. St. Paul, speaking of Christian mar- 
riage, says: “This is a great sacrament; but I speak in Christ, and 
in the Church” (Eph. V, 32). Then John II,.1, 2, tells.us of Christ 
accepting an invitation to the marriage in Cana at the very beginning 
of His ministry. He evidently was there to emphasize the fact that 
the marriage ceremony should have a religious character, and that 
God should always be invited to witness and bless the marriage 
union, 

MR. J. Is there also Bible authority for the lasting character 
of the marriage contract? 

FATHER 8. The strongest and most emphatic: “What God 
hath j@ined te r, let no man put asunder’ (Matt. XEX, 6); 
“Whosoever shall put away his wife, and marry another, committet 
adultery egainst her” (Mark X, 11); “Everyone that putteth away 
dis wife, and another, committeth adultery; and he that 
marrieth her that is put &way from ber husband, committeth 
adultery” {Lake XV1, 18); “A woman is bound ‘by the law as long 
as her hasband liveth: but if her husband die, she is at liberty” 
(t Cor, VIL, 39), 

MR. J. So there may be no separation for any cause? | 

FATHER S: Separation, for good reasons, is allowable, but 
the privilege to remarry is not allowed. St. Matthew (V, 32) men- 
tions unfaithfulness as a reason for separation; and many Prot- 
extants understand him to mean that absolute divorce might be 
granted for that eause, but the other plain declarations, which we 
have just quoted, prove that seperation only can be referred to by St. 
Matthew. From the time of the Apostles until the rise of Protestant 
ism—1,500 years later——the privilege to remarry after sepatation was 
never tolerated. 

MR. J. J have often heard that the Catholic Church defended 
the marriage bond, evcu against Kings. 

FATHER S&S. Yes, she had to do it to be loyal to Almighty God. 
The Church can stretch or change her own laws, but is never per 
mitted.te tamper with the laws of God Almighty. Hence, even when 

King of England threatened te sever a whole nation from the 
Church wnless he were given the permission to repudiate his lawful 
vife and marry another, the Church denied him his request. 

MR. J. Then the divorce laws of the different states, and the 
divorcee courts of thousands of counties cannot grant what they 
actually pretend ? 

FATHER &. Surely not; a couple validly married in the eyes 
of God remains validly married despite any laws of man which pre 
tend te-annul the. marriage.

PATeR & Tt is not true. The Church legislates only for 
her own children. For them marriage is a sacrament, and hence 
should be contracted before the priest, who is the proper person to 
idminister sacraments.

FATHER 8. They are required to call on the parish priest at 
least three weeks before the date set for the marriage, in order to
